There was a lot of talk 
last year, when Americans looked on starving and 
exhausted Europe, about "America feeding the 
world." It was assumed that the enormous wheat 
crop, and the other crops of cereals and foodstuffs 
to be raised in America this summer would pour 


: waters in a mighty stream to help feed 


these starving populations. 


But, as pointed out by one of the best known 


New York Stock Exchange firms in its weekly 
analysis, it is found that, so far from feeding the 
world the hungry world is pouring foodstuffs into 
America! During the seven months of this year 


• ended with July, imports of foodstuffs into thft 


United States increased by more than $1,500,- 
000,000 over the corresponding period of 1919, 
while exports of foodstuffs declined about $500,- 
000,000. 
To put the case in another way, the 


imports of foodstuffs during these seven months 
amounted to $2,157,090,935, while exports of food- 
stuffs were only $1,168,094,700. The world sent 
the U. S. a billion dollars' worth of foodstuffs, 
more than the U. S. sent abroad. For the month 
of July the importations of food reached a total 
of $232,000,000, while the exports were only $176,- 
000,000. 


The reason ? It is not far to seek. Americans 


have had k» enormous purchasing power; the peo- 
ple of impoverished Europe none. Exports and 
imports move in response to economic laws; not 
sentiment. The best market now is America. 
People with money get the goods. That may seem 
hard, but it is true. And so the world witnesses 
the spectacle of America with plenty of food, yet 
buying more abroad.

The latest issue of the Vocational Summary, 


published monthly by the Federal Board of Vo- 
cational Education, reprints, the following from 
an ancient pamphlet entitled "Roger Ascham'a 
Schoolmaster," bearing the date of 1565: 


"And it is pity that commonly more care is 


had, yea, and that among very wise men, to 
find out rather a cunning man for their 
horse than a cunning man for their children. 
They say nay in word, but they do so in deed. 
For to the one they will gladly give a stipend of 
200 crowns by the year and are loath to offer to 
the other 200 shillings. 
God that sitteth in 


heaven laugheth their choice to scorn and re- 
wardeth their liberality as it shouli 
For He 


suffereth them to have tame and w ell-ordered 
horses but wild and unfortunate children."" 


It is interesting to note that this matter of 


inadequate pay for "scholomasters" was a satiri- 
cally burning question 350 years ago. 


Even then there were people who thought a 


child, as a representative unit of not only mental 
but also moral force, more precious and funda- 
mentally powerful as regards the state than—a 
means of joy riding. 


The wages for grooms in 1565 seems to have 


been about (translated into American money) 
$240 a year as against $48 "loatftingly offered 
to educators. The stable boy's stipend was close 
tc three times as much as the schoolmaster's. 


Today the minimum wage for a "cunning m 


who tinkers with the insides of automobiles is 
$125 an hour or approximately $3,000 a year. 
The minimum pay for men and women who spend 
many years and more dollars preparing them- 
selves for the position of educating America's fu- 
ture voting citizens is, according to current tables, 
around $1000 a year.

Plow a strip about 10 feet wide between the wirnsand the Infeated 


wheat field. A portion Of this, at least three f«*t wide, ahoold to* tody 
pulverized. Plow as elght-lnrb furrow through the pulverized atrip, leav- 
ing the sldea aa vertical n poaatble. Along the bottom of thU, furrow dig 
holes two] feet deep and about 10 feet apart. 


When the chinch Mil* reach the ditch they will fait to, be onabto to 


climb the other aide and^ eventually tumble into the deeper hole*. A log 
dragged up and down tb* trench by a hone, win kill the boga. Thoae in 
the holes may be killed by pouring kerosene on them. 


Another good method is to pour a line of road/o1l along the bottom of 


the trench or furrow arid into the boles. In the late fall, bun all grass, 
leaves and rubbish where bags might spend the winter. Remove all shock* 
of fodder from the told and clean up all traah.
